J. A. Ring, who for the 
last three 
years, has been m anager of the Hotel 
G ettysburg, has leased 
from

the 
Hotel 
Brooks, 
South 
George 
street, 
York, 
now 
nearing 
completion. 
T hrough 
his 
attorney, 
John Bollinger, Mr. Ring made appli­ 
cation for a license in the York court, 
Saturday. 
Mr. Ring will occupy the new' 
hos­ 
telry March I, 1915. 
He will furnish 
the building throughout, with 
costly 
modern furniture. The new' hotel will 
not have a regular bar 
room for the 
sale of liquors to the 
general public, 
but will have instead a 
small buffet, 
which will be 
conducted 
chiefly 
for 
the guests of the house and will not be 
ir. the front of the 
building nor have 
an entrance from the street. 
Since Mr. 
Ring’s 
resignation 
as 
m anager of the Hotel G ettysburg, he 
has 
been 
here 
assisting 
the 
new’ 
m anager, Mr. Scharf, to 
become 
ac­ 
quainted with the details of the place 
and, for a time, he 
contemplated re ­ 
m aining 
here 
perm anently. 
It 
was 
understood by a number 
of 
friends 
th a t he would do this so 
that the a n ­ 
nouncement which 
appears 
in 
The 
Times to-day will come as a surprise 
to many persons. 
Although Mr. Ring’s new residence 
will be in York it is 
understood th a t 
he will remain president of the Hotel 
G ettysburg Company and that he will 
continue his connection with the G et­ 
tysburg Springs Hotel, for 
which he 
has new' 
plans 
under 
consideration, 
w’hich have not yet been fully m a tu r­ 
ed. 
With his family, Mr. Ring contem ­ 
plates leaving town the latter p art of 
this month or the 
beginning of next. 
It is likely th a t the furnishing of the 
Hotel Brooks and the 
completion 
of 
his plans for th a t 
place w'ill require 
most of the tim e 
between 
now’ 
and 
its formal opening in March.

of Utah ^nd California.
